It %vas after 
his return from a voyage in a merchant 
vessel in 1802 that he volunteered for 
tho Union cause in the civil war and 
was appointed an acting master in the 
TTnited States navy.

ALLEN ON PORTO RICO. 


Governor Says Condition* There Are 


Xot 
Bad. 


Washington, May 
22. — Governor 


Charles H. AHeu of Porto Rico has pre- 
sented to the president, through the 
state department, his first annual re- 
port. The governor expresses the opin- 
ion that a scheme of colonial adminis- 
tration such as is followed in the Dan- 
ish, French and English West Indies 
might be safely instituted, with varia- 
tions dependent upon the future policy 
of the home government The governor 
refers to the many suggestions offered 
that the form of territorial government 
adopted In the United States be ap- 
plied to Porto Kico. but points out that 
a standard form of such government, 
while useful in the United States, 
would not apply successfully to this is- 
land possession. He calls attention to 
the fact that, while in such close prox- 
imity to the United States, Porto liico 
has been a comparatively unknown is- 
land to Americans. 


"I feel as the result of a year's close 


study on the spot of all the conditions 
surrounding the problem." says Gov- 
"eruor Allen, "that congress went quite 
as far as it could safely venture in the 
form of government already existing 
on the island, and as the result of such 
experience and observation I fully be- 
lieve, with good men devoted to the 
•work, the island will develop faster un- 
der such form, its people through ex- 
perience and education will advance 
more rapidly in their knowledge of 
civic virtues under a guidance of pres- 
ent methods, than could be gained in 
any other way." 


The governor speaks plainly in pre- 


senting the reasons why this island lias 
been at a practical standstill for nearly 
four centuries and says that in a cli- 
mate where a man can lie in his ham- 
mock, pick a banana with one hand 
and dig a sweet potato with one foot 
the incentive to Idleness is easy to yield 
to and Ixrings its inevitable conse- 
quences. 


In conclusion Governor Allen .urges 


the introduction of fresh blood and 
Anglo-Saxon push and energy as the 
means ot lifting the little island out of 
Its lethargy and by thrift and industry 
develop its riches to their fullest meas- 
ure.

Switchmen In Buffalo Strike. 


Buffalo, May 22.—All tlie switchmen 


employed in the Lebigh Valtey railroad 
yards in this city struck last liight. The 
exact number of men who went out 
could not be learned, but the strike had 
the effect of stopping the movement of 
freight in the yards. In consequence 
of the strike it is said that a number 
of engines, engineers and firemen had 
been made idle because there were 110 
switchmen to handle trains. The strike 
of the switchmen, although not directly 
connected with that of the machinists, 
arose from a situation created by the 
going out of the latter body of men. It 
seems that since Monday, according to 
the machinists, the yards of the Lehigb 
have been patrolled by policemen. The 
switchmen objected to working under 
police protection and struck. So far as 
known the switchmen have no griev- 
ances of their own. 


Mr. Cleveland In Princeton. 


Princeton, N. J.. May 22.—Ex Presi- 


dent Grover Cleveland lias arrived here 
from a ten days' fishing trip to Middle 
Bass island, near Toledo, and appeared 
to be in excellent health. Esther Cleve- 
land i«s ill with diphtheria, so Mrs. 
Cleveland was unable to meet him at 
the station.

A conference in the department yes- 


terday afternoon was held between 
Colonel Mills, Secretary of War Hoot. 
Colonel Sanger, assistant secretary of 
war, and Colonel Davis, who shortly 
will become judge advocate general of 
the army and who for a long time has 
been one of the Instructors in West 
Point. 


A crisis in the affairs of the academy 


as they relate to discipline has been 
reached. Following the Booz inquiry, 
the tipper class men prepared a writ- 
ten agreement which contained 12 arti- 
cles defining the meaning of the word 
"hazing." They agreed to stop the 
practice and clearly outlined the social 
relations of the upper class men with 
the lower class men. This was signed 
by the cadets, presented to Colonel 
Mills and signed by him. 


Hazlite Continued. 


Despite these regulations it is assert- 


ed that *he boys have continued hazing 
In a somewhat milder form> 
There 


have been frequent clashes in preserv- 
ing discipline as Colonel Mills con- 
strued it. He has been determined to 
stamp out the practice entirely. Re- 
cently there "was a disturbance in one 
of the mess halls, the men engaging in 
rough play and the throwing of edi- 
bles. The cadet officer in charge failed 
to report the Infraction of the rules, j 
and he was suspended and reprimajid- 
ed. 


This aroused the Ire of the upper 


class men, and they made a radical 
demonstratioa in front of the quarters 
of Colonel Mills, which ended in their 
swinging a fieldpiece into position and 
training it on his windows. Whether j 
they intended to fire it has not heen ' 
brought out, as they were discovered 
by one of the sentries and'driven away. 


These "boyish" ebullitions brought 


some of tlie cadets Into disfavor both 
i with Colonel Mills and tlie officials of 
the war department. -The feeling of 
disapproval was Intensified by certain 
classmen writing to the members of 
congress who had appointed tliem com- 
plaining of the superintendent of the' 
academy and asking for 'his removal. • 


Stand* by MH1». 


After the consultation In the depart- 


ment Secretary Boot made it apparent 
that he proposed to stand by Colonel 
Mills. There was nothing else to do in 
the purpose to suppress Lazing and to 
preserve the discipline and high repu- 
tation of the school. 


It is believed that the cadets have a 


false code of honor which encourages 
an exaggerated idea of their own im- 
portance. It is proposed, by rigid en- 
forcement of rules, to bring about a 
changed and bettered condition In the 
academy. The war department offi- 
cials hope to have the support of con- 
gress'and the country in their course 
of treatment. There is no disposition 
to be unusually severe with the young 
men, 
but Secretary Root believes a 


proper understanding can be reached < 
only by making examples of tlie ring- 
leaders In the recent disturbances. This 
Is the course to be pursued.

Under the rapid transit law the com- 
missioners can now complete the de- 
tails of the specifications and,adY.er- 
tise for a bidder for the work and call 
upon the board of estimate for a bond 
issue to pay-the contractor. The Brook- 
lyn tunnel extension will bo built from 
the city hall loop in Manhattan to the 
Junction of Flatbush and Atlantic ave- 
nues in Brooklyn. At this point the 
underground railroad system of the 
Long Island railroad will begin, and by 
depressing the tracks on Atlantic ave- 
nue through to East New York and by 
elevated structures to Jamaica a di- 
rect line from New York city hall to 
Jamaica will be established.

A Novel Device That Should Aid

the various laws of succession which 
prevail In Europe. There are three dif- 
ferent systems, the most general being 
that known as the Salic system, under 
which women arc completely excluded. 
This is the rule in Belgium, Sweden 
end Norway, Italy, Denmark nnd Ger- 
many. 


Then there is the German-Dutch sys- 


tem, under which males in nil degrees 
of relationship take precedence of fe- 
males, the throne passing to the female 
line only in case of the extinction of all 
the male lines, however remote. This 
Is the rule in Holland, from which It 
takes its name; Russia and some of the 
minor German states. 


The third system is the British, under 


which females are excluded -when there 
are males in the same degree of rela- 
tionship, but take precedence of males 
whose degree of relationship Is not so 
close as their own. 
Thus an elder 


daughter of the ruling sovereign gives 
way to all her younger brothers nud 
their issue, but takes precedence of a 
male cousin or a nephew. This system 
is the role in Spain and Portugal aa 
well as in England.—London Answers.

Chicago Entrlnecr Believe* He Will 


Hevolntlonixe Submarine "Work. 
Stoel threatens to displace wood for 


cofferdams and sheathing used in tun- 
nel, dock and bridge construction, sew- 
er building and like work, says the Chi- 
cago Recoid-Herald. Patents have been 
secured by George W. Jackson, who be- 
heM's that his invention will revolu- 
tionize all tunnel and other forms of 
submarine operations. 


For many yeais one of the most trou- 


blesome features in marine foundation 
woik has been tbe construction of a 
substantial cofferdam or sheathing at a 
reasonable expense. Mr Jackson lias 
had tbe problem in his mind for a long 
while and a few months ago evolved 
the idea to use steel "1" beams and 
channel irons for sheathing in place of 
wood, tbe channel beams being riveted 
together in pairs In such a way as to 
allow of the "I" beams sliding down 
between and joining them, thus mak- 
ing a water tight barrier of unlimited 
length that could be driven into the 
baldest clay. 


While what ia known as the Wake- 


field system of sheathings, built of lum- 
bet, can only be used once In the mak- 
ing of cofferdams and necessitates as 
much expense in pulling it up after its 
purposes are completed as it does to 
put it down, the new invention can be 
removed without nny trouble, the Inter- 
secting parts sliding out of their 
grooves very easily. 


The steel beams can also be driven 


Into bottom soil without any danger of 
splitting or parting, and they can be se- 
cured In nny lengths from one foot to 
80. Mr. Jackson's Invention of curved 
plates enables the wall to be made a 
any angle, and the hollow portions of 
the channel bars can be left as they are 
or filled with inoss, clay or cement

Usually the canvasser forces his way 


nto the house and bis quick and trained 
•ye sees on tbe mantel or the table or 
pon the wall th« picture of a little 
hild. 
It does not take him long to find out 
hat the original of the photograph is 
ear to the mother's heart and ibis he 
ascertains by adroit questioning. 


Then he will say that not having tak- 
u any orders in town, he will send the 
icture to his firm and have it en- 
larged, colored sometimes, and hand- 
lomely framed. 
The conditions are 


that if you will agree to show it to your 
nends, the picture 'and frame will not 
iost you a cenl. He does it for an ad- 
eitisement. 
The bait is snapped at by the unsos- i 


peeling woman, (they rarely approach 
men with their "bunco" game) and she 
s caught. 


In the course of three or fonr weeks 


;he picture is brought around for deliv- 
ery and it is all that it promised to be. 


The victim is pleased and while ex- 


pressing her thanks the man informs 
her that there is a bill of $4 or $6 or 
omething of the kind to pay.

irnes it is only to cover the cost of the 
frame. 


It is not the same man who took the 


order. Oh, no. 


The surprised woman tells of the 


agreement made with No. 1 and No. 2 
expresses his sorrow. He doesn't know 
anything about the other fellow; he 
says if that agent made such an offer he 
had no right to do so and at any rate 
he, No. 2, can do nothing about it. 


Then she demands tbe photograph,

ery often happens that it is the only 
photograph a mother has of her be 
oved child. Often, too, the dear one 
has passed away and the photograph 
she would not part with for the world. 


She does tha only thir g she feels can 


be done and that is to take the picture, 
pay the bill and make a sacrifice in 
some direction to make up for what she 
could not afford. 


If she doesn't she is threatened with 


having the bill put into the hands of a 
awyer for collection and often this 
brings her to terms. 


Theu, again, if the agent sees no way 


to get the money by threats or intimida- 
tson he goes away taking the picture, 
and later on another stranger, No, 3 
comes with it and offers to compromise 
for one-half or two-thirds of the bill. It 
is the only way to 'get the photograph 
back and so the money is handed over. 
Generally tbe victim pays $2 or §3 more 
than the local artist would have done 
tbe work for, but it is all brought about 
through tbe desire to get something for 
nothing.

have had this or similar experiences, 
who are Herald readers.

POSSIBLE NEW STANDARD IN MEAS- 


URING EXTREME HEAT.

For centuries th« human eye has 


been the constant gauge for determin- 
ing the highest decrees of heat. Any 
person who has ever stood in a black- 
smith's shop la childhood's days knows 
how steel ranges through tbe furious 
colors—aa, for instance, black, dull red, 
cherry red, yellow, white — up to the 
melting point of bluish white. Iu blast 
furnaces, in kilns of all kinds, from 
halving brick to baking pottery, in glass 
furnaces and through all the different 
range of tbe arts and trades, the eye 
was in the past the only available ther- 
mometer. 
Great loss frequently re- 


sulted from this primitive means of 
telling heat, for every rise or fall of 
temperature above or below certain 
points might cost literally thousands of 
dollars. 


Scientists have lately come to the res- 


cue, notably Professor C. L. Norton of 
the laboratory of physics at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, In 
Boston, who has made neat measure- 
ment a matter of exhaustive experi- 
ment. 


The most exact and scientific method 


of determining the temperature of fur- 
naces and retorts is by means of elec- 
tricity. The loop of a platinum wire or 
the joined ends of two wires are placed 
.within range of the heat to be meas- 
ured, a current is established, and the 
resistance It meets is recorded by a 
galvanometer, the degree of beat being 
proportionate with tbe degree of elec- 
trical resistance. A device of this sort 
Is called a pyrometer, a name which ap- 
plies to any mechanical instrument for 
measuring heat. By another kind of 
pyrometer the: effect of either beat or 
cold on the electric current is detected 
by a modified telephone called a ther- 
mophone. This is Quite different from 
tbe termophon, which is merely a tor- 
pedo which explodes after a period, 
long or short, as the heat is more or 
less Intense, 


While the electric pyrometers are the 


more exact, much assistance is given 
to the human eye by a visual pyrome- 
ter. With this instrument the fire to a 
kiln, for example, is observed through 
a telescope and its temperature judged 
with sufficient accuracy by Its color as 
seen through a polariscope or by its 
brilliancy as compared to a standard 
lamp. 


There are regions of heat possible to 


tbe electric furnace far above the pres- 
ent possibilities of exact measurement, 
but physicists look forward to the flay 
when they can accurately record tbe 
boiling point of platinum.

Production of Asbestos. 


In Canada are a number of mines 


whece asbestus is produced, and one of 
the largest of these is near Sherbrpoks, 
in Ontario. 
The separation rock -is 


mined in open quarries, and after it has 
been carried to the surface that bearing 
the asbestus is separated from the bar- 
ren material by hand picking. At a 
cobbing house the long fibered asbestus 
is knocked off from the serpentine by 
hand If the veins are more than three- 
quarters of an inch thick, but iu the i 
sma)ler pieces this separation is made 
by machinery. In this process the rock 
is crushed and the useless pieces are 
picked out by hand. Then tbe asbestus 
bearing fragments are pulverized, and 
the nbrous material is separated from 
the'powdered rock by means of a blast 
of air. 


Bottled Tear Core. 


A physician who has recently return- 


ed from Persia says that the natives 
believe that human tears are a remedy 
for certain, chronic diseases. At every 
funeral the bottling of mourners' tears 
is one of the chief features of the cere- 
mony. Each "of the mourners is pre- 
sented with a sponge with which to 
mop hi*' face -and*-eyes, and after the 
burial these sponges are presented to 
the priest, who squeezes the tears into 
bottles, which he. keeps. 


Valuable Alloy, of Alnnlnlam. 


Magnalium is the name given to an 


alloy of aluminium and magnesium in- 
vented by a continental scientist, and 
the reports upon It ate -of the most en- 
couraging nature. It is lighter than 
pure aluminium. It can be ^worked -and 
turned like brass or copper, and it is 
atronger than brass. It is stated that It 
does not oxidize at all, f uines'of ammo- 
nia and sulphuric acid not damaging It. 
It can be; turned, bored, drilled, milled, 
filed, ground and polished easily.

In Identification. 


Tbe constancy of human finger prints 


has chiefly been discussed in connection 
with the identification of criminals. As- 
suming that the evidence of finger prints 
is to be admissible In criminal proceed- 
ings, it will he not only necessary to 
piove that in thu case of the same man 
the finger prints remain unaltered, but 
that no two persons have identical finger 
print*. Where is the evidence of this? 


There are probably 1,500,000,000 men 


and wqmen on tbe earth. Can we sup- 
pose that no two of these have identical 
hnger prints? Nor indeed is this all Wo 
may be comparing the finger prints of a 
living man with those of one who has 
boeo dond for yearg past, and the doc- 
trine of heredity might lead us to ex- 
pect to find similar finger prints in the 
cose of parents and children and qt dif- 
ferent children of the same parents. 
It 


is at all ovents ceitain that if this finger 
print system were once introduced iuU) 
our couitb of justice there would be any 
amount of wrangling as to whether thoy 
weie identical or only similar, experts 
contradicting each other and involving 
the whole subject in confusion. 


Moreover, professional criminals would 


probably soon find some mode of alter- 
ing thfir finger prints. No doubt if the 
pei son who committed a crime—a mur- 
der, for example—has left the imprint 
of his fingers on anything It may prove 
an important clew, but the same thing 
may be said of the imprint of his boots 
or shoes. But a dew La one thing and a 
proof is another thing. 


Let trie point out another di$culty. In 


a country where there are a large num- 
ber of criminals who»e finger prints are 
collected the number of these will soon 
be very large. How long would it take 
to examine this collection In order to find 
out whether any of them corresponded 
accurately vuth the finger prints of the 
man who is now accused-? 
The task 


would. I think, be a hopeless oaft. 


That finger prints may be important in 


ihe detection of crime whenever tho ciim- 
nal has left the print of his fingers be- 
aind him I do not dispute, but without 
much stronger evidence than we now pos- 
sess that no two persons have undistin- 


uishahle uuger prints such evidence 


ought never to be permitted to outweigh 
what appeared to be a tolerably satisfac- 
tory alibi.—Knowledge.
